Macaulay, the popolar historian. Some of 
theso, are names of trnly religious men, and 
all of. them are well known in the literary 
world, and are generally adinitted to be per- 
fectly competent to examine historical evi- 
dences, and to judge accordingly. 
We will now proceed with thesulject, and 
endeavor to keep as-close,to Cromwell as we 
can, until we have done with him, and close 
with a few practical'remarks and reflections. 
Cromwell was not a low bred, ignorant, 
coarse, and illiterate man, as he has generally 
been represented, for the last two hundred 
years. His grandfather was Sir Richard 
Cromwell; and all his relatives, both cn his 
futher’s and mother’s side, were people 
of property and of respectability. Ho was 
educated at Cambridge, and was a good 
classical scholar. He was capable of con- 
versing in the Latin tongue, and also in 
other languages. After completing his ed- 
ucation, he proceeded to London, where he 
engaged himself in the study of the Law.— 
In London he became acquainted with Sir 
James Bourchier, who was so nach taken 
with Oliver that lie introduced him to his 
family, with whom he was soon on terms of 
friendly intimacy.

RAILROADS AND POLITICS, 


It iasingnlarthatso many of our leading pol- 
iticians and public journals, in all schemes 
propounded, suggested, or attempted to be | 
carried ont, by those who are looked upon as 
opponents, politically or personally, give 
nought but opposition, Ridicule being heap- 
ed upon those who suggest any scheme, by 
which a great provinoial work oan be mado 
to pay a portion of the interest npon the in- 
vestment made, in building them, Instead 
of assisting in carrying out such desirable 
ends, every difficulty is thrown in the way, 
and attempts made to frustrate, This seems 
to be the ruling passion. Particularly so is 
this the casein matters referring to the Grand 
Trunk Railroad. The annonncement, that the 
Great Southern Road was to be amalgamat- 
ed with the Grand Trunk, formed a theme 
for the display of the pettiest philippics of 
tho constant opposers of this Road. The 
Road is now built, and its disadvantages in 
a pecuniary view to the Province, are well 
known; butitis not good policy to endeavor 
to ruin that great national work—nor is it 
necessary to dish up to the public a re-hash 
of all the objectionil points in the inaugura- 
tion of, or the carrying out of the work. Tt 
is now a fact, and we must make the best of 
it, and encourage any proposition which will 
tend to make it a paying, and not a sinking 
investinent. Hence we rejofce that the Great 
Southern Road is to be made a feeder to our 
own Road, for such we may legitimately call 
it, in which so Jarge a sum of the public rev- 
enue is at present sunk. We cannot hide 
from onrselves the fact, that if the Grand 
Trunk ever pays, it must do a large share of 
the carrying trade of the great West. It is 
this that has rendered the Great Western a 
profitable speculation. And haye we not as 
good a right to anticipate the most favorable 
result, from a connection which will secure 
a large portion of that traffic which has aided 
in placing the Great Western stock at a pre- 
mium in the money market of the world ?— 
The Grand Trunk with a connection at Sar- 
nia and the Port Huron and Chicago and 
Milwankio Roads, with the additional feeder 
of the Great Southern from Detroit, cannot 
but prove of the most beneficial character.— 
It is onr interest to render all the assistance 
possible to the accomplishment of this great 
end, Nor should we be remiss in our duty, 
to make Qanada the thoroughfare for the 
products of a great Western country that is 
but now inits infancy. Nature has given 
us advantages, and it were well for us to ayail 
onrselves of them, and not be carried away 
with the ery of wolf, from those whose ser- 
vices to other Roads, are amply remunerated, 
Ganada has its own interests to guard, and 
whatever tends to develop its resources, or 
give business to our public works, and labor 
to our laborers and artizans, it is onr duty to 
enconrage. Itis by such a policy that Can- 
ada can and will rise to eminence, 


MORE DEFALOATIONS.

properly-consticted buildings, and, to see, 
that they are constructed upon the best 
principle for ivsuring the economy of the 
manure. Te takes care to restrict iis ten- 
ant from selling off is’ farm any of the 
hay, straw, or roots, when yearly, from the 
bad construction'of the premises alone, ‘as 
much manure becomes wasted as would be 
equivalent to what a moiety of the hay, 
under “proper management would have 
procnred. es 

Tftnndlords contd understand the depre- 
cation that gradually takes place upon 
favin§ where little Jive Stock is kop they 
might soon be enabled to appreciate: this 
question. Information must be acquited 
bycobsetving the progressive improvenent 
that follows upon good management, with 
suitable home-stalis for making the best of 
the manure. . We atelseen the produce 
doubled, and even trebbled in seven years, 
under good management when due ence ni- 
ragement has been given; and we know of 
ho investment so profitable to a tenant, as 
that expended in the erection or improve- 
ment. of properly. constructed buildings, 
Covered farm-yards may by some be 
thought too expensive, although undoubt- 
edly the best of all; And where other 
good buildings! exist, they muy ‘be judic- 
jously combined with them atia moderate 
expense. It is’stated that-on this "system, 
"Mr. Cook, of Somer, Suffolk, has been, most 
suceessfil.. Butin the absence of such a 
plan, another may be adopted ; sufficient 
open sheds might be ereeted and so placed 
as to render grent assistance under the gen- 
eral arrangement for carrying away the 
water from the buildings, especially when 
thatch predominates asthe covering, The 
Gost will be found trifling comparitiev ly with 
the benetit to be derived, and from our ex- 
perience we know that upon farms of from 
200 to 500 acres, it might be well execu 
tod at from twenty to thirty pounds. 

Another obstacle to the proper manufac 
ture of manure, is the great extent of the 
yards. (Wherever thisis the éase they 
should ‘be reduced, by. the erection) Of 
fences to a proper size, and be so divided 
as “to be aynilabloytor exgh ‘kindyoff stock. 
Where placed upon a regularly-inc!ined 
plain surface, fences with brick foundations 
should be put up, and. the soil raised at 
one part and lowered at another, so as to 
bring them upon a level, or as near there- 
to as can possibly be effected. Of all de- 
soriptions of farm yarda, those having ah 
abrupt inclination in'one direction aro the 
worst to deal with, and are move subject to 
lossos fron the effedts of henvyitains than 
those of any other désoription, Although 
not eivily* remedied, by ehicfully disposing 
the walls and placing tanks in proper po- 
sitions, little foss need bo sustained ; and, 
indeed, in alinost every cise that has come 
under our notice, we have found that from 
£50 to £100 judiciously laid out will effoot 
agreat deal, and in anost instances all that 
is required.

I believe the 
evidence is very satisfactory that at an early 
poriod in Comiwell’s history lie was convert- 
ed to God, Tle liad experienced thatmighty 
change without which no man can live unto 
God, can enjoy present peace, or attain a 
future and gloriony salvation, There is in 
hiv case precisely the same evidence of this 
that we have in the case of any other person 
Whose name is recorded in history. There 
ix jnat the same evidence that we linve in the 
cise of tin Luther, Jolin Wesley or 
George Whitfield. There in not the same 
amount of evidence certainly, bat it is evi- 
dence of the same kind and character. 
Many of Oromivell’s letters are in existence, 
Which are ios satisfactory in this respect. 
Te might still be said that these letters were 
hypocritical, or that he professed 1 state of 
wind or ot feeliiig that didnot belong to him. 
But he was not n man to sham to anything. 
His character was of the very opposite na- 
ture. And it certainly is not common for 
men to write hypocritically religious letters 
to their wives or children, or to members of 
their own fanily. Letters too, evidently 
written in a great hurry, without previous 
forethought, and without any conception 
that they would ever be mide pablic, or 
would ever be read oat of the circle of the 
furnily. 

Dr, Danbigne expresses himself, a3 being 
perfectly satisfied that Cromwell was a de- 


* yenra, he had not yet stepped forward into 
‘public life, and. he was not distinguished 
rom those around him, except by the cul- 
“tivation of pure religion, and by the honor 
“and integrity of his life,” These are the 
words of Milton, The great author of “Por- 
adise Lost” would nover have disgraced hin- 
self, by writing what he did not believe to 
be true, Cromwell (in the first place) raised 
2 companies of volunteers, in his own neigh- 
borhood, ond gave £800 towards their ex- 
yenses and equipments. He then joined the 
parliamentary forces, attended by his two 
eldest sous, Oliver and Richard, who were 
of the ages of 20 nnd 16 years. Tmagine the 
parting between the lusband, the wife, and 
danghiters, The parting between the moth 
er, the sisters, and the brothers, on such « 
serious and. solemn occasion. The military 
talents of Cromwell, and also his great ah 
energy and determination, soon became 50 
ent, that he was soon appointed to a 
leading command, On the following year 
he raised n whole regiment of Horse, organ- 
ized nud trained thein himself, and liis labors 
and capabilities were so great, that the par- 
liament gave him the command of an army, 
He became in fact the great leader of the 
Revolution. He became ho master spirit of 
the great Rebellion, as it is still called, in the 
chureh of England prayer-book. In England, 
Ireland and Scotland, his arms were ever vic- 
torious, and the very name of Cromwell, was 
a name of battle, and’ of victory. His name 
miglit very wortlily be added to the list of 
those of Whom it is said; “ who, through 
 fairh, subdued kingdoms, wrought right- 


the Jatter part of it, I certainly wish that 
Cromwell's name did not nppear upon such 
4 picco of parchinent. It was and neceasi- 
ty. I believe no man could naturally be 
More Gyerse to such an extreme, or fatal 
measure. What good man would wish to 
bear the name or the character of a regicide, 
to all generations? Cromwell believed in 
his heart, that the tives and the safety, and 
the weifare of te people of England, demand- 
ed from him «ach a snerifi He preferred 
that one mun shonld perish, rather than that 
the lives and liberties of millions, shonld any 
longer be endangered, And be gave aleason 
to all kings, and taught them, that a selfish, 
faitiiless, aud tyrannical nonarch, should not 
be at liberty to act justastie pleased. What 
else could have been done with Chiarles?. If 
hie lind been imprisoned, or Vanished, tere 
would have been continual plots, both at 
home and abroad, tor his restoration. No 
other government would have Leen possible, 
during the life of Charles. Do not suppose 
that Tain saying, that it was wonr to be- 
head Charles, It was a great evil. The 
disease was desperate, and tho remedy was 
the same.

The harvest. therefore, 
may be said to he complete, Wheat, be 
Joy and oats ave secure, Corn is safe, and 
the greater portion of it will be in shock 
in the course of the next fortnight, Pota- 
toos, of which there ia a greater breadth 
upon the ground than in any previous year, 
and the yield of which is. considerably 
above the average in most localities, are 
mostly ripe and will all be honsed by the 
middle of the month. Buckwheat will 
yiold well, Hay, too, is abundant, and has 
been secured in such quantities as to insuro 
the stock of the country against famine 
next wintor, however protracted it may bo. 
Fall fead, too, is excellent, so that a large 
store of choice butter will be added to 
dairy products of the summer, which were 
never equalled in quantity nor exceeded in 
quality, All kinds of roots and garden 
vegetables turn out well, We never srw 
so great an abundance of fine cabbages. 
and thore are onions, beets, turnips, ote, to 
match. And to thosa bountios are to be 
alded ll sorts of fruits in profusion. — Chi-

Boil all together 
for a short time, and when cold, add a pint 
of fourth proof brandy, Foi a tea spoon- 
ful toa wine glass according to the age 
of the patient till relieved, is to be given. 


For cleansing brass, take 1, 0z. oxalic 
acid to a quart of alcohol. Rub with a 
wollen rag till dry. ~ It dias’ been tusted, 
and with great satisfaction to many.

Goneral Havelock’s march is the very 
expression and type of our position in Hin- 
dostan. He advances, he fights, lie con- 
aquaria oteryihinEreben down before ‘him 
as he can stand; but it is desperate work 
to make head against twenty to ove. 
What kind of task he found may be very 
distinctly collected even from the brief no- 
tification of the telegraph. After crossing 
the Ganges he had about 50 miles between 
himself and Lucknow. He had got over 
only 26 of these and yet he had fought 
three actions, all successfully, and captured 
21 guns. It is plain that the enomy must 
be swarming along the whole road like 
hornets, and at the end there is Lucknow 
itself, with a dense population, and all the 
mutineers of Oudo, Our atest acopynts 
inform us that this dauntless little column, 
reduced by incessant combate to 700 or 
800 fighting men, but reinforced by tho 
handful of traaps which could be spared 
from Caynpore, had again recommenged 
its eventful maroh, On the 4th of August 
the advance was to be renewed, and all the 
hopes and prayers of our gpuntriraen wont 
with them, With time, the whole work 
would be but child's play. A mouth or 
two more wonld place 5,000 troops at 
Cawnpore, instead of £00; but 9 month or 
to more would have left Lucknow ta the 
rohols, and the game had to be ployed, 
whatever the chances, with the cards which 
wo held, . 

It is ono of tho worst effects of tho Di- 
napore Mutiny that it threatens to inter- 
copt from the North-Western districts such 
succors as tho Goyornment of Galeutty 
might qtherwise have sant yp.

_ At a mooting held in Now York by the 
Farmer's Club, a gontloman, Mr, Starbuck, 
described a machine for toaking moal from 
potatoes. Ho sid :— 5

The inside falls upon a table, where it is 
operated upon by heated air. Apples can 
bo dried by the samo process, and so can 
several other vegetables, Ie is sanguine 
that the plan will cheapen food for city 
consnuption, for it will enable growors at 
A great distance to preserve and send their 
crops to markot. It requires about three 
cords of wood to prepare 200 bushels of 
potatoos,” 
Before the meeting ended the subjoined 
remarks were made on the subject of pro 
sorving, cooking, &c, f 
“Solon Robinson—If possible, a potato 
nover should see light, It should be taken 
direct from the Ale coll where it grows to 
a dark cell for preservation, and if possible, 
always kept in the dark at an even tem- 
perature until it is taken out to put in the 
pot. I have often noticed in dark’ cellars 
that the potatoes that keep the best, are 
those under the spout where they were 
dumped from the cart, aud partly covered 
with dirt.” 
The Chairman then confirmed the view 
advanced, that potatoes are preserved best 
in the dark, 

Dr. Smith,—I have often observed in 
Lancashire, England, with what assidious 
care the cottagers—many of whom are 
very dependent upon their little crop of po- 
tatoes—cover the potatoes as soon as pos- 
sible after they are dug. It is not to keep 
them from freezing, but to keep them froin 
the light, as these people well know that 
nothing is more injurious, particularly if 
the sun is shining hot upon Nes whien ta- 
ken from the ground. 

Prof. Nash.—The common practice of 
+ | farmers leaving potatoes on the gronnd in 
a hot October sun, is one of the most inju- 
tious things that could be done to the crop. 
Some of them are half cooked, and all are 
injured by light and heat.

to cook any thing else but potatoes; and 
that particular being that the proverb says 
send us cooks, must be pretty well aware 
that they don't know how to cook them, 
and consequently we commit a deal of sin 
in finding fault with the potatoes, when the 
principle fault is chargeable to the stupid 
dolts who have had the care and conse- 
aust spuiling of these valuable fruits of 
the earth. T certainly should look upon it 
as a great boon, if I should once more see 
the day that we could sit down to a meal 
of mealy potatoes. 

Dr. Smith,—Do people ever think of the 
immense waste of potatoes as they are 
treated in this city? Let ine tell you how 
potatoes are cooked in Lancashire. They 
are pealed first and boiled gently till nearly 
soft, and then the water is poured off and 
all the steam evaporated, when they are 
poured in a dish and a few slices of bacon 
laid on the top and brought hot to the

Such people do not eat much bread. The 
potatoes are so dry and meily they are an 
excellent substitute for bread, and very un- 
like the miserable waxy things we have 
here.

CONVERSION TO PROTE 
IN FRANCE. 

The ‘Siecle describes the conversion to 
Protestantism of a considerable number of 
tho inhabitants of the Vionne, and praises 
the conduct observed by the Protestant 
clergymen in this circumstance. It Says: 
—‘Some few years ago their was not a 
singlo Protestant in Neuville, the chief 
town of the department of the Vienne. In 
1849 several inhabitants asked permission 
of tho Mayor to invite a Protestant clergy- 
tan to expound to them his doctrine—not 
tliat thoy were Protestants, but that they 
might decide on their future conduct. The 
mayor, like a prudent man, advised them 
to reflect’well on their request; he did not 
wish to refuse them the practice of a right, 
but he, at the same vine, wished to avoid 
the reproach of having a 
with rash haste, The advise of the mayor 
was followed, two years were passed in re 
flection, and in 1851 a deputation waited 
on the Protestant clergyman of Poictiers, 
and invited him to visit their town and ex- 
pound to them the principles of the Pro- 
testant faith. ‘This invitation was accepted 
and the clergyman, accompanied by a col- 
loague, held two conferences in Neuville, 
at which from 500 to 600 persons were 
present. After the second conference the 
ministers, far from seeking to impose their 
faith on the inhabitants, declared that they 
would not return again to the town witl- 
out a formal invitation, A written appeal 
to them was speedily covered with signa- 
tures, and at the third sitting a formal Pro- 
testant service was performed, Nearly 
200 persons had freely embraced the reform 
faith, We call the attention of our read- 
ers to the character of this Protestant pro- 

aganda, which we should be happy to see 
imitated in every religious propaganda. 
The clergymen of Poictiers, did not impose 
their doctrines on the population at the 
risk of disturbing public order or of troub 
ling the peace of fainilies. Their dignified 
and measured language did not certainly 
carry away the population to the extent 
that might have an cffected by a passion-

Atn village on tho Kurnanl road a poor 
child’s feet were found: they had ita little 
shoes and socks on, and somo devilin bnman 
form lad cut them off witha tulwar. What 
death can be too cruel for such wretches? 


THE NEWS FROM INDIA, 


The additional particulars received by tho 
Foreign Office, in the form ofa despatch from 
the Indian Government to the Secret Com- 
mittee of the East India Dircetors, throw new 
and we mnst add, a gloomy light on the state 
of.affairs, For the present, and for sevoral 
weeks more, from the last date, we mnst 
make up our minds to increasing difliculty, 
and thy consequent probability of fresh dis- 
asters in one quarter or another, Tt is not 
Delhi that is now the chief point of anxiety. 
Nor yet do Lucknow or Agra, with their 
gallant defenders, and their hundreds of 
women and children, monopolize interest. 
The whole line of communication is threat- 
ened and disturbed. We have to retreat, to 
surrender places which till lately we were 
snre of holding, to dotain reinforcements, to 
provide against new danger, and to reduce 
our position ‘o the Jenst and most imanage- 
able nucleons of dominion. 

The great question for which every mail 
will now be anxiously scrutinized is that of

SEPOY ATROCITIES. 

The Dublin Evening Post quotes from 
the Carlow Sentinal the following para- 
graph, respecting the fute of a lady for 
y years well known to the citizens of 
Indeed, it may be asked, who 
has visited the Irish capital at any period 
during the last 25 years or more, that has 
not heard of the beautiful, but somewhat 
eccentric Mrs Farquharson, the wife of 
Colonel Farquharson, late of the 7th Fusi- 
leers :— 

“Many of our readers will recollect 
Mrs. Farquharson, the wife of Colonel Iar- 
quharson; of the 7th Fusileers, during her 
residence in Dublin some few years since, 
as the spirited driver of a phwton drawn 
by a pair of piebald ponies. Ter husband 
commanding another regiment on his re- 
turn from China. She joined him in India 
with her children, and by letters lately 
received in England it appears that during 
the late rebellion, the Sepoys—the high 
caste pet soldiers of the East India Com- 
pany—burnt her alive, with her family, 
after committing tho most frightful and re 
volling atrocities on her person.” 

The post adds that a private letter has 
been received in Dublin, giving another 
version of the fate of the hapless lady, 
which was still more horrible than the 
above mentioned. The statement is that 
after suffering a series of indescridable bar 
baritios, sho was placed between two boards, 
and cut through with a saw ! 


TIOW GENERAL NEILL TREATED TILE 
MUTINEERS AT CAWNPORE. 


A Scotch paper publishes the following 
extract of a letter from General Neill, dat- 
ed Cawnpore, Aug. 1s 

“ Whenever a rebel is caught, ho is im- 
mediately tried, and unless he can prove a 
defence, he is sontenced to be hanged at 
once; but the chief rebels or ringleaders I 
make first clean up a portion of the pool 
of blood, still two inches deep in the shed 
whoro the fearful murder and mutilation of 
women and children took place. ‘To touch 
blood is most abhorent to the high caste 
natives; they think by doing so Uiey doom 
thoir souls to pordition, Let them think 
ao. My object is to inflict a fearful pun- 
ishment for a revolting, cowardly, barbay- 
ous deed, and to strike terror into these 
robela, Tho first I caught was a subador 
or native officer, a high caste Brahim, who 
tried to resist my order to clean up the 
vory blood ho had helped to shed; but I 
made the provost martial do his duty, and 
a fow lashos soon made the miscreant ac- 
complish his task. When done, he was 
taken ont and immediately hanged, and 
after death buried in a ditch at the road- 
sida, one who has witnessed the 
scones of murder, mutilation and massacre, 
can .evor listen to the word morey, a8 ap- 
plied to thoao fiends.

Many of ont ‘cotemporaries aye for 
months past, beon speculating upon the pro- 
bable results of a dissolution of tho pretént 
Tlouse of Assembly; and when an appeal to 
the people would bo made, whether at the | 
presont time or after the rising of the noxt 
sitting of Parliament, the period when the 
term of the prosont representatives of tho 
people legally oxpires. Some liave Thbored 
hard to make their venders believe that wo 
were on the eve of a general clection—that 
the ministry wis on tlio brink of ruin, and 
wonld ask the people for support and appro- 
val; while othors gravely shook thefr heads 
and thonght the ministry wonld hold on to 
office and power, just so long as they possi- 
bly could, and until now fssites could be 
raised to occupy the minds and thoughts of 
the people, Thongh not adopting cither of 
these phases in the political atmosphere, we 
are led, from tlie very nature of onr goyvern- 
ment, to the conclusion that there is no pro- 
bable reasin to lead any one to suppose, that 
an appeal to the people will be made before 
| the legal death of the present Tfonse of As- 
sembly. Why should there be? We donot 
put this query either os a ministovialist or 
an anti-ministerialist, but simply ina con- 
stitutional point of view. Under our sys- 
tem of government, so long as a ministry 
can command a majority of the votes of the

Then why should a injnistry, whetlor the 
present or any other, go to the country for 
its approbation and approval, when such are 
awarded to them by the people's represen- 
tatives?

UNDERDRAINING. 
Tt is high time that underdraining was 
thought of more, talked of more, and 
practised more than itis. The yalue of 


properly drained, will produce double crops. 
A drain is not like a load of manure; once 
placed in the earth it will last for ages, 
while manure inust be applied every year 
or two, and besides that, manure is not 
halfso valuable on undrained, as it would 
be on well drained land. And, besides 


your land is properly drained, you save 
half your labor, because you can produce 


number of acres, 
The proper way of constructing a drain 
on land descending a little, is to dig aditch 
18 inches wide, and about two feet deep ; 
then place stones four, five or six inches 
Square against each side of the bottom of 
the ditch. Then Jay flat stones across the 
top of these; then throw small stones on 
the top of the flatones; then hanl in your 
dirt, and your drain is completed. If you 
have no flat stones, round stones will an- 
swer, placed in the same w 


CURING IAM 


Rub salt all over them as soon as cut 
and laid on the table; the next day brush 
it off and pack in a cask; put on a pickle 
made as follows :—1 quart salt to 1 gallon 
water; to 9 gallons of water 4 gallon mo- 
lasses and 3 ounces saltpetre. Let the 
hams remain in 6 or 8 weeks, according to 
size. Smoke to suit, and pack away in salt 
in a cask, and put in a cool dry place, and 
they will keep good all sunmer.

In its various phases 
and amid its yarious renovations, this insti- 
tution, conceived with a Jaudable interest 
and with its purpose steadily the same, has 
acknowledged various appellations. Now 
we call it *Sons of Temperance.” 
Mr, Chairman, Brothers and Sisters! It 
is right and highly proper that we to-day 
celubrated our anniversary, to-day the 
grounds of hope for the future, To-day, 
the order of the S. of T. is fifteen yoars of 
age. It was instituted in the city of New 
York, Suptember 29th, 1842. Its origin 
was in this way. A number of persons ac- 
tively engaged in the Temperance cause, 
viewing with régret, that, among the popu- 
lar beneficial orders, there existed none 
where the principle of total abstinence from 
all intoxicating drinks was inculeated, de- 
termined, if possible, upon this principle, to 
form a similar asyociation, that would be a 
shield to the tempted, an honor to the low- 
ly, and an ornament to the wealthy and 
noble-born, Accordingly sixteen of them 
mot, adopted a Constitution, and tool pro- 
liminary measures to commence sctive ope- 
rations. In conformity to this Constitution, 
the first Grand Division, which was that of 
New York, was organized upon the 10th of 
October, 1843, The National Division was 
organized upon tho 17th of June, 1844, 
and Hct of Representatives from five 
Grand Divisions.

Edward Stacey, G.5., 
just before the last session of the National 
Division, wrote to the M. W.S., “ You will 
rejoice with us in the healthy state of the 
Order here; since the date of return now 
submitted, we have chartered forty new Di- 
visions, with an aggregateof 1000 new mem- 
bers, besides a large accession received in 
many of our old Divisions. For this cheer- 
ing and, encouraging condition of the Order 
in Canada West, we are thankful to Al- 
mighty God, who has sustained us amid 
many trying, crushing, and adverse cireum- 
stances.” Let us then, brothers, take cou- 
rage and do our duty. 

The National Division of Great Britain 
and Ireland was instituted at Manchester, 
England, on the 6th of April 1855. Among 
the first acts of this new Nutional Division 
was the division of England into two ju- 
risdictions of Grand Divisions, the one lo- 
cated at Liverpool, the otlier at Manchester. 
Thus is the order built upon a foundation 
upon which emulating nations may stand, 
and thus is itan effective agency in the fra- 
ternization of the tribes of men. 

As we draw. near 'to look upon this or- 
ganization from without, our attention is 
‘wrested by the magnitude of its dimensions 
und tho potency of its influence, With an 
actual membership of 75,000 upon thiscon- 
tinent alone, it has that number of working 
men equipped for action, that dumber of 
veterans, now that the test of time and the 
terror of conflict have eliminated the timid 
and merely curious, throughout the length 
and breadth’ of the Dependencies of Bri- 
tain and the neighboring Confederacy, con- 
centrated by studied arrangement into a 
phalanx as unwavering as walls of brass,— 
The extended rows of pillars and their su- 
pelutive virtue and ‘strength, give fair pro- 
mises of an immeasurable capability of en- 
durance, As butresses of the Tnstitution 
stand Delavan of New York, Mellenry of 
Kentucky, O'Neal of New Brunswick, and 
Beatty and Shortt of Canada, But stop ! 
with fault we'particularize, Every individ- 
ual brings his moral worth, his social and 
political influence to the support of the

PNT OF MILOM COWS. 
As soon as grasa begins to fail in the 
fall, ilch cows should be well fed on good 
warin “slops” that they may not get a

using hay, thoy should’ haye all of it they 
will eat up‘ clean, and each night and mor- 
ning a feed of from four to six quarts of 
‘shorts, wet with about the same quantity 
of warm water. On @ more economical 
way is to feed them twice a day with 
about half a bushel of nice, clean, cut straw, 
mixed with about three gallons of meal,— 
two thirds “shorts,” and one third “finished 
middlings,” wet with ‘three gallons of 
warm water.—They will then need tio bay, 
and give an abundance of good, rich mill, 
Corn. is to heating for milch cows, and 
too much of A tendency to fatten,

every morning after the cows are turned 
out, and littered with clean straw. When 
it is stormy they should remain in’ the 
stable until the middle of the afternoon, 
when they should be turned out to get 
wator.— Cor. Genesce Farmer, 
VENTILATION OF COWHOUSES. 
Every one knows that pure air is neces- 
sary for respiration, and that air on being 
used by the lings is expelled in a deterior- 
ated condition, and rendered unfit for being 
again inhaled. Tf, therefore, cowhouses 
are not properly ventilated, the air be- 
comes foul from the respirated air, as well 
as, perhaps, from impure exhalations, and 
the deteriorated is rendered unfit to main- 
tain health. In the neighbourhood of large 
towns, too, there is another predisposing 
cause to disease, viz, the unnatural forcing 
of a cow’s milk by a too liberal supply of 
brewer's draff. Fresh supplies of air, that 
the blood may be purified, are essential 
objects of'a respiratory apparatus, and if 
the blood that goes to the Jungs is return- 
eil to the system in the same state as it is 
sent, death will be the consequence, for 
venus blood is poison to the body. It does 
not often happen that imperfect ventilation 
produce immediate death, but itis too often 
the realcause of inflammation, fever, and 
deadly distempers—AMark Lane Express. 


MANAGE 


How to Mase Goop Breap.—A lady 
correspondent, agreeing with us that house- 
wives should make their own bread, especi- 
ally during the ‘coming winter, sends us 
the following recipes for making good 
bread : 
Take 7 lbs. superfine flour, 4 1b. pota- 
toes, 3 pints of water, 1 pint of baker's: or 
home made yeast, and a tea spoonful of 
salt. This will make fiye loaves of bread 
weighing, in all, 10} Ibs. ‘The quality 
will depend on’ the flousy and the way it 
is made. 
Rye Breav.—3} Ibs. rye flour, 4 Ib. 
potatoes, 1 Bat yeast, 1 quart water, and a 
tea spoonful salt, will make 9 Ibs. of very 
superior rye bread.
